SPATTER FINISH—One way to 


do this is to spray several succes- 
sive colors from an insect spray 
gun. 
Another is to use a long- 


bristled brush, get a little paint 
on it and then tap it on a stick 
over the surface being spattered. 


The first is better for broad sur- 


faces, the latter gives better con- 
trol on small areas. In both cases, 
the thinner the paint mixture, the 
smaller the drops. It is a good 
idea to experiment before begin- 
ning the final job. 


COLOR - TONED WOOD-GRAIN 


• FINISH—Simply apply two coats 
of a tinted resin sealer and top it 
with u coat of flat white varnish 
or shellac. Steel wool surface when 
dry. This finish softens the grain 
contrast in fir plywood. 


Another good finish of this type 


is obtained by first whitening "the 
the panel with a coat of interior 
white undercoat thinned wi!h one 
part paint and one part thinner.

For either 
summer dining or a garden work 
center, a large table folds down 
from the center section.

It has its own refrigeration and air- 
movement equipment and distribu- 
tion system. U is used in homes 
with hot-water or steam-heating 
systems. 


A second, used in some homes 


already equipped with warm an- 
nealing systems, consists only of 
a refrigeration unit that removes 
heat ftom air pn.ising through it. 
The furnace blower circulates the 
chilled air through the furnace 
ducts. 


The third type is separate from 


the •heating: unit, has its own air- 
movement equipment, but shares 
the distribution system with the 
heating; unit.' 


The fourth, a combination sys- 


tem, wraps up the heating and 
cooling- functions in one unit. In 
a. warm-air heating system 
the 


same air-movement equipment and 
distribution system are used for 
both. In the hot water installation 
the same pipes are vised to carry 
refrigeration-chilled water in sum- 
mer and hot water in winter to 
convectors or radiators through- 
out the house. 


For example, one variation ot 


the hot-water combination system 
is called a "split" system. In the 
winter, heat supplied by hot water 
or steam piped to radiators, con- 
vectors, etc., is supplemented by 
warmed, filtered and humidified 
air conveyed to some rooms by 
ducts from an air-conditioning unit. 


In the summer, chilled air is 


carried by the same air condition- 
er ducts. 


Winter air-conditioning systems 


are also manufactured by 
life 


warm-air heating industry, 
and 


these, too. are adaptable to sum- 
mer cooling. 


The fact is, the home owner 


who installs a warm air. winter 
air-conditioning system 
is more 


than half way toward the year- 
around, air-conditioning goal, as 
the National Warm Air Heating 
and Air Conditioning association 
points out.

Differences Split Allies on Changing 


Tactics of USSR 


At the root of the recurring disputes between America 


and its allies lie a great many complex factors. One of the 
most important is a difference in attitude toward the over- 
tures the Russians make for peace. 


The American viewpoint is fundamentally simple. Since 


World War II we have taken part in countless conferences 
with the Russians and we have seen most of them come to 
nothing. We have come to believe the Kremlin uses negotia- 
tion not for the sincere composing of differences, but as a 
vital front in its continuous warfare upon free men. 


Consequently, before we go on with this process which 


seems to benefit only the Soviet union, we have told Moscow 
qui.te plainly that we would like to see some real evidence of 
a change of heart, proof that the Reds in any new mectintg 
would deal in good faith. 


: Britain and France don't sec the matter that way at all. 


They believe that when the Russians speak of easing "inter- 
national tensions." they should be taken seriously. They do 
not worry over the fact that previous conferences have'dis- 
closed the Kremlin's bad faith. They argue that Stalin is 
dead and this is a new Soviet regime: at the very least, they 
say. we should sound out the new rulers and measure their 
intent. 


; Holding a major East-West conference, in fact, holding 


almost any conference at which the Kremlin wil be repre- 
sented, seems to be viewed by the British and French as the 
most vital need of the moment in world affairs. 


I The British and French see in our attitude a dismaying 


inflexibility of mind, ill-adapted to the shifting realities of the 
world struggle. That is perhaps an arguable point. But if 
welare all inflexible, it is probably fair to say that our allies 
are no less so. 


The evidence suggests they arc just as rigid in adhering 


to their viewpoint'. Their chief "complant against us is that we 
refuse to flex in their direction. 


• We have as much reason to complain of their pat think- 


ing: We may honestly contend that they have become pa- 
nacea-minded in their responses to the world struggle. They 
act! like men grasping at any straw. Beset by troubles of 
many kinds, they see bright hope in a nicely wrapped, single- 
package solution labeled "conference with the Russians." 


". To us this attitude seems childishly gullible. We wonder 


how thoroughly they have considered the prospect that an 
easing of world tensions may in the end serve the Kremlin 
more than it does us. It could give the new regime time to 
consolidate its power and enhance the Soviet Union's military 
strength. 


; It finally comes down to this: Who best understands 


Kremlin mentality and long-range aims?v 


' We are distrustful of dictators generally, and particu- 


larly of Moscow's leaders. Our allies appear to renew hope 
again and again that such men can be dealt with honorably. 
Perhaps fear underlies this attitude. But history is against 
them. It shows that men who truckle to tyrants usually are 
crushed by them.

The apparent 
icason had nothing to do with anything that Miss Gift had 
done. 
It came after her father. Charles Gift, a former 


machinist at the naval K"n factory in Washington, had 
declined to answser questions put to him during hearings 
in th»; McCarthy mveMigHtioiis into Government Print- 
ing Office security measun;s. 


On the grounds that it might incriminate him. Gift 


refused to answer questions about Communist meetings 
supposed to have been held in his home and whether he 
had ever been a Communist or knew Kdwsird Rothschild. 
The latter was a GPO employe said to have .stolen a 
U. S. Merchant Marine secret code. 
It Wits intimated 


that Rothschild might have attended Communist meetings 
at the Gift home. 


Mr. Gift did testify that he had never discussed Com- 


munist activities with his wife, who died a year ago. or 
his daughter, who had not lived with him. But the fact 
that she was his daughter was the apparent cause for 
her immediate supcnsion from her Department of Jus- 
tice job. 


Although Department of Justice officials said that the 


reason for the suspension was given to Miss Gift at the 
time of her suspension, she insists that she does not know 
the charges against her. personally. 


Under the new Eisenhower security order, "sympa- 


thetic association" with a Communist is -sufficient ground 


for suspension from government employment. After sus- 
pension, the government has 30 days in which to notify 
an employe of the chaiges against him. 
The employe 


then has another 30 days in which to answer the charges. 


Miss Gift has now solved her pioblem by resign- 


ing her job.

since both terms are rather vague, 
nedicnlly speaking, and are not 
applied to any single mental or 
lervous disease. Therefore, both 
:onditions have differing symp- 
oms and different causes. 
True, in some of those who are 
aid to have a nervous breakdown 
or nervous exhaustion, the cause 
seems to be worry, nervous fati- 
gue or distress. 
In many, the 


symptoms are relatively mild, and 
recovery often comes fairly quick- 
ly. In others, "nervous bicakdown" 
is used to describe some serious 
mental disease involving great al- 
teration of personality and a slow 
recovery. 


Just as in other human ailments, 


the problem is to find out what is 
causing the nervous or mental dif- 
ficulty. This is not alxx-ays easy. 
The causes of many mental condi- 
tions are not thoroughly under- 
stood. Some of them may come 
from the heavy strains of modern 
life and the great mental tensions 
produced by the world of today. 
A few. but by no means all. are 
possibly inherited.

cialists, physical therapy (includ- 
ing hot or cold baths), rest, hand-

Raise Loyalty Question 


WASHINGTON «V~Sen. Douglas 


(D-fllj said today Northern Demo- 
crats will not raise the "loyalty 
pledge" issue—which makes some 
Southerners erupt—at the party 
sessions in Chicago Sept. 14 and 15. 


Stephen A. Mitchell, chairman of 


the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, also reported progress in heal- 
ing the North-South 
differences 


within the paity and said the meet- 
ing would not act on the pledge. 


But Mitchell declared Gov. James 


F. Byrnes of South Carolina "has 
lead himself out of the paity." 


The national chairman spoke on 


a CBS radio program Friday night. 


Byines, who supported President 


Eisenhower's candidacy last year, 
announced he would not attend the 
Chicago meeting. 


Douglas did not lule out the 


possibility that some Southerners 
who do attend may themselves 
bring up the future of the "loyalty 
pledge." If they do, he said, "It is 
highly impoitant that the people 
know what all the shouting is 
about." 
. 


Douglas flatly denied that Noi th- 


em Democrats ever had asked 
delegates to national conventions 
"to agree in advance to suppon 
candidates or platfoims that had 
not been agreed upon." 


The 1952 Democratic convention 


got into a roaring fight over pio- 
posed loyalty uiles. Sponsois said 
they weie designed merely to pie- 
vent a repetition of the 1918 situa- 
tion in which some Southern state 
ballots listed "states rights" can- 
didates, lather than those chosen 
by the national Democratic con- 
vention, as the Dcmociatic candi- 
dates. 


Some Southcineis, h o w e v e r , 


served notice they would icsist any 


effort to bind them in advance to 
support candidates and platforms 
Mill to be selected. 


The rule finally adopted merely 


icquircd delegates to pledge their 
aid in getting the convention's nom- 
inees on their states' ballots under 
the Democratic party label. And, 
so far as the 1952 convention was 
conceined, delegates were to be 
excused fiom the pledge if it ran 
counter to state law or party rules, 
lule.s. 


Some delegates from Virginia, 


South Carolina and Louisiana re- 
fused to be bound even by this 


pledge and were nevertheless seat- 
ed. 


Douglas baid that the only ques- 


tion ever involved was that of dele- 
gates using their moral mfluenc« 
to have the national party candi- 
dates listed on ballots of all statea 
as Democrats. 


"All this does is assure that vot- 


ers in each state at least have a 
chance to vote for the choices of 
the Democratic party," he said. 


He said the issue "has been bad- 


ly mismtcrpieted* and badly mis- 
understood by politicians and the 
press."
